Despite tho difficultics facing the refugecs? return 
to their homes and the Jowish refusal to lect them return 
until a final scttloment of the Palostince question is reachec,

this vicw in a cablo to the Sccurity Council", 


Replying to 2 question whether ho bolicves = if 
hoe succceds in making arrangements for tho return of the 
Arab refugecs = that thoy should remain undcr Jowish rulo 
ponding a final solution of the question, the mediator said, 
Ntf T Succced in this mission and am able to arrange for the 
return cf the rofugees, I consider they should stay under 
the rulc of whatover authoritics excreisc power in the arca 
in question until a final solution is arrivod at; but I want 
to stross that they must cnjoy full rights of citizcnship". 
In answer to a quostion whether he thought nocossa~ 
ry to seck holp from the INO Bernadotte said; WL en Oc ois 
Raphacl Scellonto, Dircoctor of the departriont of social affairs 
of U.N.O,. in ordor to charge him with the care of the rcfugec 
question. Ho has in fact arrived and I have no doubt that 
ho will take all tho nocossary moasuros and will contact all 
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the appropriate intornational organisations inclucing 
the INO to aid in solvins this problon",

Thcy are neithor onisrants 
nor displaced persons as Bornadotte prefers to call thon 
Sonotinos, This yatter must not bo allowed to bcocone an 
object for bargaining". .
